GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENTS 


MembBersHip Campaicn.—At the annual meeting at Cleveland, 
it was the sense of the Council that efforts should be made by a 
committee authorized for the purpose to increase the membership 
of the Association. It has seemed to the officers up to this time 
sufficient to enlist the cooperation of members of local branches 
and of individual members in the institutions where local 
branches have not yet been formed. The results of these efforts 
are reflected in the considerably increased lists of nominees in the 
March and April Butuerins. The membership of the Associa- 
tion ought to reach four thousand before the next annual meet- 
ing, and there can be no real doubt of this if general and vigorous 
cooperation is rendered. Particular attention is invited to the 
work at Dartmouth, Northwestern, Ohio, Princeton, Purdue, 
Texas, and West Virginia. 

The Association needs the momentum of a larger membership 
with the resources which that implies. Such benefits as it is 
able to render should be widely distributed among the members 
of the profession.

(552) and the aggregate amount ($1,028) are particularly grat- 
ifying. Every effort is being made this year to avoid a deficit.

The Committee has informally recommended that the Associa- 
tion meet next December in Chicago with the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, but final action has not 
yet been taken by the Council. 


American CouNncIL on Epucation.—At a recent meeting of 
the Executive Committee it was voted to authorize the Director 
to cooperate in any way which seems practicable with committees 
of the American Historical Association and the American Politi- 
cal Science Association in the establishment of a university 
center of higher studies in Washington. 

It was voted to authorize the Director to endeavor to secure 
financial support for a study of the position of modern languages 
in the American educational system, as proposed by the Modern 
Language Association of America. 

It was voted to hold in connection with the annual meeting 
of the Council, May 7, 8, a conference on educational legislation, 
provided the Committee on Federal Legislation is prepared to 
present definite conclusions as the result of its study at that 
time. 


NationaL Councit.—“The Division of States Rela- 
tions is organized with special reference to the consideration of 
research interests related to organization of the states as political 
and economic units. In our commonwealth the state presents an 
important form of organization for the development of certain 
aspects of science. The function of science in such a unit is to 
direct the conservative use of the state’s natural resources, to 
increase productivity, to improve sanitation, and in other ways

to promote prosperity and the public welfare. The purpose of 
this Division may be stated in simplest form as follows: 


“1. To obtain information as to the most effective types of or- 
ganization for groups of departments concerned with research 
within state governments. 

“2. To become acquainted with the best methods of cooperation 
among departments of the state government and among the insti- 
tutions within the state—educational, commercial, and industrial 
—which are concerned with scientific research. 

“3. To study the wider outside relations of research in state 
organizations, including the contacts with activities of other 
states and with national agencies of the country. 


“The Division bespeaks the cooperation in this study of all 
those who are interested in this aspect of the advancement of 
science.”—Eatract from circular of Division of States Relations.

INSTITUTE OF INTERNATIONAL Epucation.—The First Annual 
Report of the Director (Bulletin No. 1) reviews the formation 
and early work of the Institute, discussing in some detail the 
collection of information in regard to international exchange 
of teachers and students. A plan recently adopted provides 
funds for meeting the expense of transportation of selected pro- 
fessors to and from universities in different parts of the world, 
with special reference to those on sabbatical leave who may be 
interested in carrying on work in other institutions. Such pro- 
fessors will be invited to apply for the honorarium and a com- 
mittee of the Advisory Council will select from the applicants. 

The Institute has also arranged during the current year for 
visits at different American institutions by professors from the 
allied nations and for the Chinese Educational Commission. 

The problem of receiving foreign students here and of sending 
our own students abroad upon fellowships is more difficult. 
Foreign universities have few or no fellowships such as exist in 
ours. If students from American universities are to study 
abroad upon fellowships, the fellowships must be financed here.

There are only a few, and the Institute has cooperated in in- 
forming inquirers of their existence, such for example as those 
founded by the Association for American Scholarships in French 
Universities. Definite arrangements for international coopera- 
tion have been made by the Director with representative bodies 
in Great Britain, France, Italy, Belgium, Switzerland, and Jugo- 
slavia, and are anticipated in other countries. Visiting delega- 
tions have been received from Spain, Rumania, Czechoslovakia, 
Chile, Australia, China, and Japan, besides many individual 
visitors of distinction. These visits frequently resulted in con- 
ferences having valuable results, such as that of the French 
representative at the International Labor Conference with rep- 
resentatives of the Law Faculty at Columbia University to con- 
sider modifications in the requirements of the Law Faculty of 
the University of Paris, to enable American students to pursue 
more easily their studies there; of representative Italian resi- 
dents with professors of Italian in our principal universities to 
undertake the organization of a society, similar to the Alliance 
Francaise, to propagate Italian culture in the educational insti- 
tutions of the United States; of representatives of Mexican edu- 
cation with missionaries and American educators to consider 
how to improve the organization of American institutions in 
Mexico. The Institute has been of similar service to American 
professors leaving for foreign countries. 

Many committee meetings have been held at the Institute by 
various groups of educators and scholars interested in interna- 
tional affairs. The Director is anxious to place the facilities of 
the Institute at the disposal of all responsible educational or- 
ganizations having international connections and interests. 

In cooperation with the French High Commission, the Insti- 
tute has published and distributed a booklet on Opportunities 
for Higher Education in France, which is a comprehensive state- 
ment of admission requirements, degrees, courses, fees, faculties, 
and all other data which would enable the American student to 
make a wise selection of the institution in which he wishes to study 
his special subject. A similar booklet will be issued for the United 
States to enable the foreign student to know where he can best 
study the subject in which he is interested. In cooperation with 
the American Library Association the Institute has published 
and distributed a union list of foreign statistical annuals that has

been sadly needed by our universities and libraries. It will also 
publish and distribute lists of international law journals. It 
will issue a bulletin from time to time to bring to the notice of 
educational authorities in the United States matters of interest 
and importance to them in the international field. 
Information is also included in regard to international rela- 
tions clubs formed at many American colleges and universities.

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RECENT DISCUSSION OF UNIVERSITY 
PROBLEMS 


FeperaL DepartMENT or Epvucation.—Arguments for and 
against a Federal Secretary of Education are published in 
“School Life” for March 1; in the affirmative by William C. 
Bagley, Teachers’ College, New York; in the negative by William 
P. Burris, Teachers’ College, Cincinnati. 


AFFILIATION OF TEACHERS WITH OrGANIzEep Lazsor.—Attention 
is called to the discussion in “The Survey” for March 13th in 
which the affirmative is presented by H. A. Overstreet, College 
of the City of New York, and the negative by David Snedden, 
Teachers College, New York City. 

“School Life” for February 15th contains extended resolutions 
of the American Federation of Teachers in regard to the general 
policy and standards of that organization. 


Presipent Burton, University prices must 
go down or salaries must go up. America, to-day as never before, 
realizes the absolutely vital importance of education to democ 
racy. Never before have the universities been regarded so highly 
as to-day. They are tremendously potent factors in shaping the 
citizenship of the new day. No man is too well equipped or 
possesses too much ability to perform the high task of training 
and inspiring our youth. At the present moment, however, the 
supply of first-class men for university teaching is growing 
steadily less. As compared with the financial opportunities in 
other professions and in business, the career of the professor is 
not attractive. In sheer self-respect many are deserting the 
ranks. The war has been a seriously disturbing factor. Large 
numbers of our staff were summoned into military and govern- 
ment service. They have had new experiences and especially 
they have sensed large, new possibilities in other careers. More- 
over, the world has had an opportunity to discover the rare quali- 
ties and unusual abilities of university men.” Report of Presi- 
dent Burton, University of Minnesota.

Presipent Hapiey, Haur-time Proressors.—According to the 
New York Times of February 29, President Hadley spoke as fol- 
lows to the Yale Alumni of Hartford, Conn. It will be noticed 
that in the next to the last paragraph he reverts to his favorite 
idea that professors should earn a considerable part of their in- 
come by non-academic activities. 


“The great difficulty which we have to face in reconstruction is 
not that of combining culture and idealism and public spirit with 
modern studies. It is the difficulty of finding men who can teach 
the kind of culture and ideals and public spirit that we want to 
teach under modern conditions. 

“The teaching profession in every grade is to-day undermanned, 
and nowhere is this state of things more conspicuous than in our 
colleges. We have suffered not only by the failure of teachers’ 
salaries in recent years to keep pace with the high cost of living,— 
a difficulty which is felt in schools of every grade,—but by the fact 
that the public during the last few years has appreciated college 
professors so highly that it has drafted a great many of the best 
of them into government service. If a man really understands 
political economy, for instance, it is represented both to him and 
to the college as a duty that he should accept public office because, 
as has been quite frankly put to me in more than one instance, he 
is the only man who knows anything about business who has not 
rendered himself suspicious to his fellow-citizens by receiving too 
large a salary. In the emergency created by the war our colleges 
were, of course, willing and glad to lend their men to the Govern- 
ment; but if the Government is to keep the first-rate teachers per- 
manently, who will train the men in the next generation who are 
to take their places? 

“In intellect as in business, the community to-day is more con- 
cerned with using up its accumulated product for current pur- 
poses than with making arrangements for the replacement of that 
product. But it is a vital necessity for the country’s future that 
arrangements for such replacement shall be made; that capital 
shall be accumulated in the intellectual world as well as in the 
commercial world ; that the supply of men who are at once trained 
specialists, trained citizens and trained gentlemen shall be main- 
tained at the highest level. 

“Three things are requisite for this purpose. First, a general 
increase of salaries in the teaching profession—not necessarily 
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to the level of other professions, but high enough so that a good 
teacher can marry and bring up a family, and that a first-rate 
teacher can look forward to a reasonable measure of ease and 
independence. 

“Second, the development of a system of part-time professor- 


‘ ships, whereby men can do teaching and outside work at the same 


time. This idea has been effectively developed on the continent of 
Europe; and this is one of the reasons why continental universi- 
ties have a stronger influence on political life and business life 
than American universities. It helps the students to have their 
teachers something more than mere theorists. It helps the grad- 
uates to have been taught by men who know how to place them in 
service most effectively at the beginning of their careers. It 
helps the universities to have the public look to them for guid- 
ance, and recognizes the importance of receiving from them a 
constant stream of men trained in the qualities of leadership. 
“Third and most important, the assumption by the students 
of a larger measure of responsibility for their own education. 
Some progress has already been made in this respect. The boys 
have come back from the war valuing learning more highly and 
more ready to work in getting it. But they still feel, and their 
elders still feel, that the students must have a professor to guide 
them in every subject of importance. This is an error. If the 
student has one or two great teachers who can inspire him with 
zeal for study and give him good methods of study, he does not 
need one man in each specialty to do his studying for him. He 
can read books for himself. To multiply teachers indefinitely is 
to ignore the invention of the art of printing.” 


J. P. Munros, “Toe Human Factor 1n Epucation.”—“For 
their pupils’ sakes and for their own advantage, the professors 
need the stimulus and the breadth of view which they would get 
from looking at the world through the eyes of such a man of af- 
fairs as the usual trustee; those trustees, on the other hand, 
need the insight into true education and into the difficulties of 
training youth which they would secure from intimate contact 
with the members of their faculty. The money conservatism of 
the trustee, hesitating to grant funds for new enterprises, needs 
to be enlightened by the vision which the teacher has of the de- 
mands and possibilities of higher education. Per contra, the

academic conservatism of the scholar needs to be quickened by the 
hard world-experience of a man of more varied responsibilities. 
That purblind vision of the ‘practical’ man which exaggerates 
material success requires enlightenment through the opposite, 
but no less purblind, vision of the scholar which magnifies intel- 
lectual achievement. Each point of view is essential to the ends 
of true education, and unless each in authority can see and under- 
stand the other’s outlook, the university will suffer and its youth 
will be defrauded of some of the best things in college.”

Bryn Mawr.—The Bryn Mawr local branch reports action of 


the trustees on the Teachers’ Pension and Insurance Association 
plan as follows: 


The Trustees of Bryn Mawr College have approved and adopted 
the plan of annuities and insurance offered by the Teachers’ In- 
surance and Annuity Assuciation, with the following reservations, 
modifications, and explanations: 

1. That within the limits of the $9,000 annual income from 
the Russell Sage and Margaret Olivia Sage Fund already set 
aside for Pensions, the Trustees will contribute for an annuity 
or for endowment insurance made payable in installments for 
life or extending over at least twenty years (unless at maturity 
of said endowment the Finance Committee shall for reasons which 
in its judgment warrant it, approve of allowing the payment 
thereof within a shorter period) an annual amount equal to the 
amount invested by any of its teaching staff in purchasing 
annuities or similar insurance in accordance with the later 
recommendations herein made, provided that (a) the Trustees’ 

- contribution shall not exceed 5% of the teacher’s salary nor a 
maximum of $300 per year, except in the case of teachers be- 
tween the ages of forty-one and fifty-five, who shall elect to 
make the additional monthly contribution necessary to secure 
annuities of $1,500 per annum at the age of sixty-five; and (b) 
no contribution shall be made for a teacher unless he shall have 
been in the teaching profession for at least two years previously. 
Preference will be given to applications in the order of their re- 
ception under the regulations provided for under Clause Second 
of this paper. 

2. That the teachers be permitted to devote the premiums con- 
tributed by themselves and the Trustees toward the purchase 
of annuities or endowment insurance payable in installments 
as aforesaid, or both, in such proportion as they see fit. 

3. That the teachers be permitted to choose whether said annui- 
ties or insurance shall be taken in the Teachers’ Insurance and 
Annuity Association of America, or in such other company or

companies as they may select, subject to the approval of the 
Finance Committee as to the company selected other than the 
Teachers’ Insurance and Annuity Association of America. 

4. That the teachers’ policies shall be deposited with the Treas- 
urer of the Trustees with agreements that they shall not be 
assigned, pledged for loans, or surrendered without the consent 
of the Trustees, so long as the Trustees continue their contribu- 
tions toward the premiums thereon. 

5. That in case any teacher shall have already taken out in- 
surance to the extent of his financial ability to maintain, or in 
case any teacher for any other reason does not wish to con- 
tribute toward an annuity or insurance as proposed, he shall be 
permitted to submit to the Finance Committee an application 
for a contribution by the Trustees on his behalf without con- 
tributing himself, and if the Committee consider the reasons he 
gives therefor as satisfactory, they shall report the application 
to the Trustees who shall decide whether or not it shall be 
granted. 

6. That if any teacher shall find it impossible or unwise for 
him to contribute toward an annuity or insurance as proposed— 
but wishes rather to provide otherwise for a sum at his retiring 
age, he may upon approval of the Finance Committee contribute 
within the limits prescribed for annuities and insurance, to a 
fund to be held, with a like contribution to be made by the 
Trustees for his account, by the Trustees as a separate fund for 
the benefit of all the contributing members and the respective 
share of which shall be made payable to each contributor at 
retirement from service, with his proportion of the actual inter- 
est earned on the total fund during the time any of his money 
shall have been in the Fund. Why 

7. That in case any teacher shall cease to be connected with 
Bryn Mawr College, he shall be permitted to take over any 
benefits accruing to date of termination of his connection with 
Bryn Mawr College upon any contracts of insurance or for an- 
nuities to which Bryn Mawr College has contributed for his ac- 
count, but the College shall be released from all liability for fur- 
ther contribution thereon. 

8. That notice of whatever plan for contributory insurance or 
annuities is adopted shall be sent to each member of the teaching 
and executive staff of the College eligible to said plan—with word

that the Trustees of Bryn Mawr College having bound itself to 
carry out the provisions for the plan as adopted—will not be 
financially able to make any other provisions for pensions for 
members of its teaching and executive staff as they shall reach 
the retiring age, and therefore advises all who can do so to avail 
themselves of the opportunity now offered. 


11. That if the foregoing recommendations or a modification 
thereof be approved by the Directors and the Trustees then the 
Trustees shall authorize the Treasurer to execute on behalf of 
the Trustees under the Corporate Seal such agreement as may be 
required by the Teachers’ Insurance and Annuity Association of 
America to effect this arrangement with them, and also to exe- 
cute under corporate seal, if necessary, such agreements with 
the teachers and make such other arrangements as may be neces- 
sary for making effective the aforesaid recommendations. 


Knox.—A local branch has been organized at Knox College 
with W. P. Drew, Chairman; J. L. Conger, Secretary. 


Missouri.—The Secretary has received the following communi- 
cation, signed by fifteen members of the University of Missouri 

branch (membership fifty-three), with a request for publication. 

In transmitting the statement Professor W. C. Curtis writes: 

“It will, of course, be understood that this statement repre- 
sents only the sentiment of the individuals whose names appear, 
and in no way implicates other members of the Missouri Branch. 
It may be said, however, that the statement was read before a 
recent meeting for the information of the members whose names 
do not appear.” 


“To the Editor of the Butuerin or THE AMERICAN ASSOCIATION 
or UNIVERSITY PROFESSORS :— 
“Sir: 

“The President of the Association in his Annual Message 
(Section IV) took occasion to offer his views upon the member- 
ship of college teachers in the American Federation of Teachers. 
Since we and numerous other members of the American Associ- 
ation of University Professors had considered this question 
before the President’s views were expressed and had reached a 
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conclusion quite other than his, it is perhaps not out of place for 
us to state the reasons why we do not consider his objections to 
this organization well taken 

“In the first place, the President simplifies his argument by 
eliminating one of the most important phases of the question, 
the formation of unions among public-school teachers. The 
American Federation of Teachers is primarily an association of 
public-school teachers and passed into the colleges only by ex- 
tension. It is practically certain that had the Federation not 
first existed in the public schools, it would never have begun 
in the colleges. Consequently, to leave this part of the question 
out of account is to neglect an essential aspect of it. This 
aspect certainly cannot be neglected by any teacher in an insti- 
tution which is the head of a public-school system. The advan- 
tages of national organization and of affiliation with a power- 
ful labor group are so great that the process is certain to go 
rapidly; the Federation may easily become the dominant 
teachers’ association. It is certainly as undesirable that public- 
school teachers should form powerful organizations and adopt 
policies toward the schools without the colleges being repre- 
sented as that the public schools should in other respects dis- 
regard the institutions at the head of the educational system. 

“The President not only places the question of the public- 
school teacher on one side; he in fact assumes throughout that 
college teachers and public-school teachers have nothing in 
common and therefore no need to associate. When he says ‘Amer- 
ican education,’ he means college education; when he says ‘the 
teaching profession,’ he means teachers in colleges. It is hard 
to see, however, wherein the actual relations between American 
colleges and the public schools warrant any such rigid distinc- 
tion. To us, it seems quite fitting that there should be an 
association including both, and that the consensus of which the 
President speaks should be a consensus of the whole body of 
teachers, in so far as there are common problems, common pur- 
poses, and common reforms to be sought. If the history of the 
American Association of University Professors proves that 
collective action is needed among college teachers, there is no 
reason on the face of things why a college teacher may not think 
that collective action on a larger scale is worth while. What 
seems to animate the President’s objection is the fear that the 
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American Federation of Teachers seeks to weaken or displace the 
American Association of University Professors. It is difficult to 
see why he supposes it to have any such design. On the contrary, 
there are excellent reasons why it should have no such purpose. 
The interests of the two are sufficiently different to permit both 
to flourish side by side. Granting that the President is right in 
saying that many college teachers will not care to join the 
American Federation of Teachers, it does not follow that those 
who do are an intransigent minority who will not support the 
American Association of University Professors in its purposes. 

“The President’s second objection is an analogy: Trade-unions 
are commonly supposed to have predominantly economic pur- 
poses and to use economic force as their means; therefore the 
American Federation of Teachers must do the same. The neces- 
sity is not clear. The American Federation of Teachers as a 
national organization, or any local of it, is quite free to be what- 
ever its members wish to make it. As regards the use of eco- 
nomic force, the objection is meaningless; there is no ‘implicit 
threat to withhold our service.’ The American Federation of 
Teachers explicitly condemns the strike, as does also the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor in the case of public employees. Since 
nearly all teachers are public employees, the only means that 
can be used to increase their salaries is to secure from state or 
local governments an adequate appropriation of public funds to 
maintain the schools; no responsible person believes that this 
can or ought to be done by other than political means which 
every citizen has a right to employ. If the immediate purpose 
of the American Federation of Teachers is to raise salaries, this 
is wholly justified by the circumstances; it does not prove that 
the association has no other purpose. The President himself has 
made the economic condition of college teachers the subject of 
first consideration in his message, because, as he well says, the 
present situation is a serious menace to education. Every one 
acquainted with the facts knows that the menace is much more 
serious in the public schools and especially in the rural schools, 
which literally face disruption and paralysis, due to the with- 
drawal of experienced teachers. 

“The President’s apprehension that membership in the Ameri- 
can Federation of Teachers will prejudice the freedom of teaching 
in the social sciences is evidently not shared by those who teach 
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these subjects, since quite as many have joined from this group 
as from any other. It is, in fact, not clear why teachers of his- 
tory, political science, sociology, and even most parts of economics 
should find their teaching and thinking biassed by membership 
in the American Federation of Teachers, except on the assump- 
tion that the organization is committed in advance to some 
cut-and-dried formula for interpreting social phenomena or for 
instituting social reform. But no such formula exists and no 
one imagines that the Federation will commit itself to one. Even 
affiliation with the American Federation of Labor leaves the 
American Federation of Teachers an entirely autonomous or- 
ganization; it expresses merely the conviction that the improve- 
ment of working conditions for teachers is a problem essentially 
similar to that of improving the lot of other workers and is one 
in which the support of other workers may reasonably be expected. 
It is well known that the American Federation of Labor itself 
is composed of organizations and individuals having the most 
diverse opinions about political, social, and even economic ques- 
tions. They unite to attain immediate ends which they deem 
desirable for various reasons and which they are much too prac- 
tical to jeopardize by trying to enforce agreement on general 
principles of social and economic reform. The President’s ob- 
jection, therefore, narrows down to possible bias in the judgment 
of particular disputes in which organized labor is one of .the 
contending parties. There may be teachers of special subjects, 
such as Labor Problems, who will feel that membership in the 
American Federation of Teachers would lay them open to sus- 
picion of bias and so diminish their usefulness as teachers and 
investigators. If so, they are quite right in refusing to join; 
but to assume that every teacher in any department of the 
social sciences must feel so, is to carry the ideal of aloofness to 
a point that seriously diminishes the scholar’s usefulness. Not 
many teachers believe that a specialist in political science, in 
order to retain his independence, must refuse to join a political 
party or to ally himself with public causes. 

“The whole question of academic freedom may be regarded in 
a somewhat different light,—as a question of institutions rather 
than of individuals. The Committee on Academic Freedom of 
the American Association of University Professors, in the light 
of its experiente, has stated that at the present time most ques- 
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tions of academic freedom concern the teaching of economic and 
social subjects. Moreover, in all such cases the pressure comes 
from one side only ; no teacher was ever persecuted for exhibiting 
the perfections of the existing economic order. It is highly 
probable, therefore, that the schools will be freer as institutions 
- if there exists a lively interest in education on the part of labor 
and a readiness to check any tendency toward the censoring of 
economic teaching. The case is more urgent in the public schools 
than in the colleges, as many lamentable occurrences in the 
‘recent past bear witness. This is one concrete and practical 
reason why ‘a better understanding between the man of the 
study . . . and the man of the workshop,’ as the President says, 
is desirable. The organization of the American Federation of 
Teachers and the participation of college teachers in it is at 
present the most practicable means at once of awakening and 
guiding the interest of organized labor in the schools. That 
labor is beginning to see the bearing of educational policy upon 
its problems is shown by the resolution on research adopted at 
the last convention of the American Federation of Labor and 
printed in the same number of the BuL.Lerin with the President’s 
message. It would be little short of a calamity if Labor’s policy 
toward the schools should receive no help or guidance from within 
the schools.”

NOTES FROM COMMITTEES 


Committee A, AcapeMic Freepom aNp AcADEMIC TENURE.— 
Request has been received for an inquiry into the dismissal of 
Professor Ira W. Howerth, Professor of Education and Director 
of Extension in the University of California. Committee A has 
taken the request under advisement. 


The Trustees of Colorado College have voted to suspend indefi- 
nitely the Department of German Language and Literature, this 
action carrying with it the abolition of the professorship of 
German and headship of the German Department—a position oc- 
cupied by Professor George M. Howe since 1907. Professor Howe, 
who has been absent in France since 1918 on leave of absence from 
Colorado College in the service of the Union Franco-Américaine, 
Foyer du Soldat, with the understanding that he was to resume 
his position at Colorado College in September, 1920, is thus 
deprived of his position while engaged in patriotic work abroad. 
It would seem that the tenure of a professor at Colorado College 
has not really been improved by the action of the Trustees in 
1917-18 guaranteeing a hearing before dismissal; a shorter and 
easier way has been discovered! The reason assigned in this case 
is the falling off in the number of students taking German; but 
since this has been accompanied by a corresponding increase in 
French students, and Professor Howe is admirably equipped to 
teach French, one would have supposed that a working arrange- 
ment would have been possible by which Professor Howe would 
be retained. His proposal to this effect was not, however, found 
acceptable to the Trustees. 

A good position has been found, fortunately, which Professor 
Howe may have if he desires it. Meanwhile it is reported that 
Colorado College is looking for a professor of French. The po- 
sition does not seem very attractive so long as affairs remain as 
they are. 


Commitrex J, Honorary Decrees.—Reports dealing with the 
practice followed in granting honorary degrees have been re- 
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ceived from twenty-two branches. They indicate a rather satis- 
factory state of affairs all things considered. Moreover, it is evi- 
dent that the attention drawn to the matter by the Association 
has led to amendment in some cases, to greater caution in most. 

The following summary of details is interesting enough to merit 
record. 

(1) Bryn Mawr, Kansas, Minnesota, Stanford, and Texas con- 
fer no honorary degrees. Purdue confers only the Eng. Doc., and 
this always on recommendation of the faculty. 

(2) Amherst, Dartmouth, Michigan, Missouri, Northwestern, 
Swarthmore, Syracuse (with the exception noted below), Tulane, 
and Yale confer honorary degrees only after reference to a com- 
mittee of the faculties. 

(3) Mount Holyoke, North Dakota, Pittsburgh, Tufts, Union, 
and Western Reserve grant honorary degrees without reference 
to the faculties, but at North Dakota “there is a tendency to very 
few honorary degrees”; while at Tufts and Western Reserve sug- 
gestions are sought from members of the faculties individually, 
especially from heads of departments. 

(4) The University of Colorado presents a special case, one of 
no little interest. “There is a tendency toward granting few 
honorary degrees. Last year the university senate adopted the 
plan of giving a medal for distinguished attainment, largely to 
avoid the difficulties inherent in the honorary degree scheme of 
recognizing merit. This does not do away with the honorary 
degree, but is supplementary to it.” 

(5) At Syracuse the “degree of D.D. is granted on the recom- 
mendation of the Chancellor,” apparently without reference to » 
the faculties. 

(6) The single report of unsatisfactory conditions comes 
from Pittsburgh. I quote the precise words of the report: “Hon- 
orary degrees are given without any faculty advice, and the 
tendency is toward using them for purely advertising purposes. 
In truth, the tendency has become a fact.”

Committee P, Pensions anp Insurance.—A conference was 
held between President Pritchett of the Carnegie Foundation 
and members of this Committee, at the office of the Foundation, 
on April 21, 1920. 
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The following subjects were discussed : 


1. A proposed modification of the annuity plan whereby the . 


annuitant should not be compelled to invest the accumulations 
of his annuity contract in the purchase of an annuity at age 65, 
but at his option might withdraw the accumulations at that age, 
‘ and whereby the annuity contract should be participating. 

2. A modification of the insurance plan whereby more adequate 
provision should be made for the insured in the event of disability. 

3. Ways and means of placing all insurance and annuity poli- 
cies on the participating basis. 

4. A plan for securing to policy- holders representation on the 
Board of Trustees of the Teachers’ Insurance and Annuity Asso- 
ciation of America. 

It was arranged that the conference should meet again at some 
convenient date in May. In the meantime, data having a bearing 
on the various questions discussed are to be prepared and sub- 
mitted to the Committee by the Actuarial Department of the 
Teachers’ Insurance and Annuity Association of America.
